Hayes first presented a 
prepared statement which 
was followed by questions of 
a general nature and also 
questions about the planned 
increase in electric rates. 

The statement by Hayes 
was as follows: 

‘Why is the water works 
and electric board in exis- 
tence? Some of these reasons 
are as follows: 

The Board is required by 
the holders of the bonds under 
which the system is mort- 
gaged. One of the Board’s 
first obligations is to insure 
the payment of the principal 
and interest on outstanding 
bonds. 

High on the priority list, 
the Board.is obligated to the 
bond holders to keep the uti- 
lity in such condition so that 
the system does not deterio- 
rate to a point where the 
return onthe investment is en- 
dangered by the system’s in- 
ability to function effectively. 

Very important is the 
Board’s obligation to its bond- 
holders and its customers, to 
insure a long term source of 
elctrical power and water

man said the outlook was good 
both for maintaining existing 
army bases in Alabama and 
for construction projects over 
the next five years. Cooper 
said that the army hopes to

In addition, the City re- 
‘veives approximately 978,040 
KWH per year for street light- 
ing, traffic lights and sewer 
pump operations. At whole- 
sale cost this approximates 
$5,232.51 per year. Thisdoes 
not include athletic field light- 
ing or recreational field light- 
ing which is not metered and 
accounted for, nor any main- 
tenance on these lighting sys- 
tems which is a staggering 
sum. Alsothe Board furnishes 
all labor and material for the 
upkeep of 14 sewer lift sta- 
tions. These lift stations re- 
quire seven days per week 
observations and daily main- 
tenance on each station to 
insure that sewage is moved 
properly. The expense on the 
Board for this operation alone 
will amount to approximately 
$18,000.00 per year and is 
accounted for as electrical 
maintenance on the electri- 
cal system. The Board has 
no revenue at all to offset 
these expenses and actually 
pays this expense as part of 
electrical maintenance ex- 
pense which in turndigs deep- 
er into the operating margin 
in the present electrical rate 
structure. 

A realistic look at the

Reports From Boards 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night, handling only 
routine business and hearing 
reports from two city boards. 

The Elba Hospital Board 
and the hospital administrator 
attended the meeting at the 
request of the Council. The 
purpose of their appearance 
was to report on the Board’s 
attempts to secure an addi- 
tional doctor for Elba. Ap- 
pearing before the Council 
were Board Chaii‘man Drexel 
Cook, Administrator Jim 
Nichols and Dr. and Mrs. 
J. M.Kimmey. 

They told the Council of 
several attempts to secure 
additional doctors and why 
these efforts failed. Whenthe 
Council was told these efforts 
were continuing, the group ex- 
pressed willingness to help in 
any way necessary. 

The City Council then 
heard an extensive report 
from the Light and Water 
Board. This appearance had 
been requested by Council- 
man Charles Ellis, who is not 
a member of the Light and 
Water Board and wanted addi- 
tional information about the 
operation of the Board and the 
proposed rate increase. 

Appearing from the Board 
were Chairman Charles Hayes 
Ill, Oscar Vaughan Jr. and 
Superintendent Owen Ziglar. 
Other members are Mayor 
Sam Sawyer, Councilmen Ben 
Carpenter and John W. Sharp- 
less. The prepared statement 
presented by Hayes is printed 
elsewhere on this page. 

The Council approved two 
resolutions authorizing the 
mayor to request an advance 
from HUD to plan and prepare 
for the implementation of the 
Community Development Pro- 
gram, and another resolution 
allowing the mayor to execute 
all legal instruments on behalf 
of the City and HUD. 

Police Chief Johnston an- 
nounced the approval ofa 
$1300 LEPA grant to Elba for 
the purchase of an additional 


camera and a complete dark+ - 


tions - 23,232.51 
Total average per year - 
-$91,467.71 


This figure in no way in- 
cludes such expense aS ma- 
terials or labor for day-to- 
day maintenance of the City’s 
street lighting system, airport 
lighting or traffic lighting, nor 
does it include the cost of 
energy to light the athletic 
field and two recreational 
fields. 

Rates -Past - Present-Future 

In the past 27 years the 
Board has had to raise its 
rates on electrical power one 
(1) time. This was in 1972 
and was the direct result of a 
wholesale rate increase of ap- 
proximately 40%. The Board 
raised its overall rate by 24% 
and just passed through the 
wholesale cost increase. No 
consideration was given for 
fuel cost escalation or the 
escalated cost of doing busi- 
ness as a result of inflation. 
In the past 21 months the Board 
has absorbed $56,022.36 in 
additional fuel cost that hasin 
no way been passed on to its 
consumer. The Board has ab- 
sorbed the escalated cost of 
doing business, which would 
amount to at least 30%, in- 


crease in the cost of mater- 
ial and supplies. Mayoritems 
such as poles, transformers, 
conductors, pipe fittings 
(copper, brass and aluminum) 
not only have been in short 


supply but have increased in

Mayor Sawyer reported to 
the Council on his recent 
meeting of the Board of the 
Southeast Alabama Gas Dis- 
trict and gave estimates on 
the announced rate increase 
from the Gas District. 

The Council approved a 
motion to re-advertise for 
bids on police cars with some 
changes in the wording on the 
bid request. Councilman 
Ronnie Vaughan noted that the 
previous wording presented a 
hardship to out-of-town auto 
dealers wishing to bid on the 
cars. Under the new wording, 
the successful bidder must 
still be responsible for getting 
the car from Elba to the deal- 
er’s shop and back to Elba - 
but only on warranty work. 

The Council declined to 
change their vote on donating 
$100 to the Pilot’s Club 
Christmas program, but the 
Mayor and four councilmen 
donated $10 eachtothe project 
and promised to help gather 
the other $50. 

Bills for the month tot- 
aled $3,807.57, down consid- 
erably from previous months. 

After adjourning, the 
Council quickly went back into 
session to consider one item of 
business only. This was to ap- 
prove the borrowing of $14,000 
from local banks to pay for re- 
pairs to the sewer system in 
the lagoon area. A request to 
FHA for a grant or loan had 
not been productive, Mayor 
Sawyer told the Council. He 
said the grant was out.anda 
loan of that amount would cost 
more to set up than the City 
could save over doing business 
with a local bank.

Presently we are facing 
another wholesale rate in- 
our supplier 
(AEC) of 49%. This is the 
result of Alabama Power 
Company's 70% wholesale rate 
increase to AEC. The Board’s 
consultant is presently ana- 
lyzing our rate structure, and 
will in January propose a new 
electrical base rate for the 
Board’s consideration. This 
rate will not contain any fuel 
cost adjustment but consid- 
eration is being given to a 
pass-through provision in the 
rate in order that the Board 
may pass to the consumer the 
amount of excess fuel cost 
charged on the monthly whole- 
sale power bill. The new rate 
proposal will be designed tak- 
ing into consideration the cost 
of whelesale power, the am- 
ount needed to pay principal 
and interest on bonds at pre- 
sent level, the amount needed 
for future operating and main- 
tenance, and anamount neces- 
sary to provide future capi- 
tal requirements for future 
additions to the system. The

Commissioners To 
Repair Courthouse 


The Coffee County Com- 
missioners met Friday morn- 
ing in a special session. The 
main order of business was to 
approve repairs to the Elba 
courthouse as recommended 
by recent Grand Juries and by 
courthouse officials. The 
main items approved were re- 
pair to roof top leaks and 
seepage of water through walls 
of the courthouse. The com- 
missioners plan to apply tothe 
Alabama Historical Commis- 
sion for assistance (Federal 
grants of 50-50 matching funds 
are available to preserve his- 
torical sites and/or build- 
ings.) 

The commissioners orig- 
inally discussed a major over- 
haul of the Elba courthouse 
under the matching fund plan. 
This was estimated to cost

new rate to be charged MUST 
include an amount for the City 
if it is to be given without 
jeopardizing the physical 
well-being of the Water and 
Electric System. Future plan- 
ning of the Board and the 
Council must be in line with 
generated revenue from the 
System if either are to sur- 
vive the rigors of the inflated 
economy. The Water and 
Electric Board must have 
some knowledge of what the 
Council wants in the way of 
funds from the Board inorder 
to program the rates for the 
return to be generated. Then 
the Board must take into con- 
sideration the ultimate con- 
sumer, those who pay the bill, 
and keep the rates at the 
LOWEST possible charge to 
provide funds for their fu- 
ture service. 

What does the future hold? 
No one knows exactly - we wish 
we had a crystal ball. We do 
know this: continued increase 
in the price of coal, oiland gas 
will continue to increase the 
cost of power as a result of 
higher generation cost. We 
also know that electrical 
energy is the most efficient, 
and can be applied to more ap- 
plications than any other ener- 
gy knownatthistime. We know 
that our cooperative mem- 
bership in AEC provides Elba 
with the best source of long- 
term power known to us. The 
alternative would be to pay 
Alabama Power Company 20% 
more at wholesale than we will 


$250,000, and the commis- 
sioners felt they couldn't 
afford to put up their part of 
this amount, and therefore 
opted for the minimum repairs 
to the exterior of the building. 

In other action Friday, the 
commissioners approved pay- 
ment of $20,000 to Walden- 
Lunsford Construction Com- 
pany for repairs to county 
buildings. 

Also the Commission voted 
to request bids on a $250,000 
loan to the county to pay for 
the property reappraisal.

We know that companies like 
the Southern Company, the 
holding corporation for Ala- 
bama Power, Georgia Power, 
Florida power, and Mississi- 
ppi Power Companies, are 
very hard pressed topaytheir 
present operating expenses 
and they cannot sell bonds for 
capital improvements needed 
for their future load require- 
ments, The future of the pri- 
vately owned utility looks very 
dark while the future of the 
cooperatives and municipals 
that are coop members looks 
some brighter in years ahead. 

The Water Works and El- 
ectric Board is proudto serve 
the people of Elba. Our em- 
ployees are dedicated to the 
proposition of providing ser- 
vice 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, 52 weeks out of 
the year. When the power 
goes off, we will be there,

Why Inflation Is 


Nobody can beat in 
flation 
Some people may do better 


ihun others, but if we don't 
Stop the current surge in pr- 
ice increases, inflation will 
prove a ““no-win” proposition 
for everyone 

Between 1°73 and 1°74, the 
cost of living went up ata 
rate ot lil per cent 

This means that if vour 
1°73 «after-tax income was 
$12,000, your disposable in 
come after payment of all 
taxes in 1°74 would have to be 
$13,332 just to keep you even 
in purchasing power. And by 
1°75, to keep from falling 
behind your after-tax income 
would have to rise to $14,830 

Most people aren't for- 
tunate enough to have incomes 
that go up that fast. And so 
inflation is forcing more and 
more Americans to lower 
their living standards 

As a result, from mid 
1°73 to mid-1974 the ‘real’ 
spendable earnings ofthe Am- 
erican worker was down 4.5 
per cent from a year earlier 
This reduction in spending 
power hurts virtually every 
business that serves the pub- 
lic, as well as the people 
who work for those busi- 
nesses. It’s sometimes saidthat 
people who spend all they get 
and borrow as much more 
money as they can are ‘‘beat- 
ing’’ inflation because they are 
acquiring goods and repaying 
debts with ever-cheaper 
dollars. 

But these people are 
taking a terrible risk, gam- 
bling that they will stay 
healthy, keep their jobs and 
otherwise avoid situations 
where they may need savings 
for an emergency. And when 
inflation ends, they will be 
left with nothing but debts, 
hardly the position for moving 
into an era of price and wage 
stability. 

Inflation of this magnitude

also breeds speculation. Most 
speculators probably lose 
money, but even those who 
profit will be hurt if inflation 
continues unchecked 

No economy where people 
feel they must take drastic 
risk by speculation in order 
to beat inflation can survive 
for long; and if the worst 
expectations of the prophets 
of economic doom are rea- 
lized, the resulting society 
would not be worth living in 

Meanwhile, assuming less 
than total economic collapse, 
everyone will be squeezed by 
rising taxes as all levels of 
government pay higher prices 
just to maintain the current 
level of service 

Traditionally, people who 
own homes fare better than 
renters during inflation be- 
cause inflation sends home 
values soaring. But that sh- 
ouldn't lull homeowners into 
a false sense of security. 

If you must move, you 
might find that you can no 
longer afford to buy a home 
as good as the home you are 
leaving 

Moreover, in many parts 
of the country inflation has 
made mortgage money scarce 
and difficult to obtain. Cou- 
pled with rising home prices 
this means qualified home 
buyers are far fewer in 
number. 

If the time comes when 
there are virtually no buyers, 
the fact that your house has 
a higher paper value won't 
mean much if you must sell. 

In short, everyone loses if 
we don't stop this inflation. 
That's why the United States 
League of Savings Associa- 
tions and the Savings and Loan 
Foundation have launched a 
campaign with the theme 
“There's No Living With In- 
flation.”’ 

Beat inflation? You can 
try--but it makes more sense 
to stop inflation instead.

U. S. Senate chopped almost 
$30 million out ofa proposed? 
authorization for our dues to ~ 
the United Nations. 

Almost since the creation 
of the UN 30 years ago, Uncle 
Sam has been its single largest 
financial supporter. At one 
time we provided 40% of the 
UN budget, and if the Senate 
had not acted as it did this 
past week, our contribution 
this year would have amounted 
to 35%. Of its 138 members, 
%2 owe more than $200 million 
in back dues. Russia, which 
has three votes in the UN to 
our one vote, owes $110 million 
in back payments. 

I have long maintained that 
the UN has failed in its pur- 
pose. The weaknesses with 
which the UN began, such as 
allowing Russia 3 votes toour 
one, have increased rapidly as 
its membership rose fromthe 
original 5] The U. S. and 
other stable countries, which 
were its strength, now find 
themselves consistently out- 
voted by the so-called *‘Third 
World,’’ whichis nothing more 
than an alignment of the oil- 
rich countries with the new, 
undeveloped, and backward 
nhations--many of which are 
dominated by dictatorial mili- 
tary government, and by the 
Communists, as well. . 

The rising danger of Third 
World domination of the UN 
was demonstrated two years 
ago when the UN expelled 
the Republic of China and 
gave its seat to Red China. 
The majority in that vote dan- 
ced and shouted in jubilation 
over having crammed the de- 
cision down the throat of the 
U.S 

The same Communist- 
doininated Third World group 
last month voted to deprive 


South Africa of its vote in 
the General Assembly. : 

This’ was followed tmost 
immedidtely by: ane invitation * 
Yor Mr. Arafat of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization 
to air the Palestinian pro- 
blem in the UN. 

This should have served 
as an opportunity to .cool off 
the overheated Middle East, 
but instead the Third World 
coalition welcomed Mr. Ara- 
fat as a conquoring hero and 
cheered him as he stood onthe 
podium wearing a holstered 
revolver on his hip. If an 
American citizen had app- 
eared in public so armed and 
without proper license, he 
would have been jailed imm- 
ediately. In addition, Mr. 
Arafat's bodyguard included at 
least three men who had taken 
part last year in the murder 
of two American diplomats 
in Sudan. These armed kill- 
ers appeared as honored 
guests at the UN in anobvious 
slap-in-the-face to the U. S. 

I just don’t believe that 
Americans should have to put 
up with insults and abuse from 
other nations who are guests 
on our shores, and I fully 
support our Ambassador tothe 
UN, John Seali, who gave blunt 
warning to the General 
Assembly that the American 
people are fast losing respect 
for the world organization, 
and with the loss of respect 
would go our financial and 
moral support. 

While we don’t expect 
others to agree with every- 
thing we stand for, we do 
expect them to face their res- 
ponsibilities as members of 
the civilized world. If they 
can’t bring themselves to do 
that, and to pay their share 
of the bills, let the UN move 
to some other country and let 
us get out.

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
Do you think under your Ch- 
airmanship of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee you 
may take a more active inter- 
est in the CIA? D.Y. Mobile 
SPARKMAN: As a matter of 
fact, recently when this pro- 
blem of the CIA activities in 
Chile came up, it was decided 
by the Committee that we 
would hold full scale hearings 
on the activities of the CIA. 
We have not had them yet and 
1 do not know what the Chair- 
man anticipates. 1 think we 
Ought to look into it more 
carefully. As it happens, CIA 
is not under the jurisdiction of 
the Foreign Relations Commi- 
ttee, it is under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Armed Services 
Committee, but I have stated 
in our Committee meeting, 
and the Committee has agreed 
with me, that CIA affects for- 
eign policy and that the For- 
eign Relations Committee 
certainly ought to share it --- 
that responsibility with the 
Armed Services Committee. 
The Chairman of the Armed 
Services Committee has re- 
cognized that fact and thereis 
a small subcommittee that 
Oversees the CIA and Senator 
Stennis has suggested tnat 
Senator Mansfield and Senator 
Scott, the two leaders, both 
of whom are members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee, join his subcom- 
mittee in overseeing. I donot 
know just how tha’ “i work 
out, but we certali * going 
to take a definite 1. -rest in 
the CIA and its operations with 
foreign governments. 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
Do you think a gasoline tax 
would be a fair way to con- 
serve energy? B.J., Dothan 
SPARKMAN: 1 do not think 
a gas tax would be fair be- 
cause a gas tax would consume 
a larger portion of the middle 
and lower income taxpayer's 
budget. Thus, the weight of 
energy conservation would fall 
most heavily on those people 
with the least ability to ee 


for it. If we are to have 
energy conservation  pro- 
gram--and we should have 


one--it needs to be a balanced 
comprehensive program in 
which each American does his 
fair share of the energy con- 
servation. 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
At what levels does noise in- 
jure a person’s hearing? J.N., 
Gadsden 

SPARKMAN: The human ear 
can hear from 1 to 130 deci- 
bels. According t- ,overn- 
ment studies any nuise over 
0 decibels can injure a per- 
son’s hearing. Loud rock and 
roll music and loud machinery 
are examples of dangerous 
noises. 


Uncle Sam Plays Santa Claus 


To The World 


BILL DICKINSON 


Popular support for inc- 
reased foreign aid is rapidly 
declining across the country 
and in the Congress. People 
are concerned that we have 
accrued massive budget defi- 
cits in recent years. They 
are concerned that money 
which could be better spent 
here at home is being poured 
down some: bottomless for- 
eign rathole. Perhaps that is 
why several méaningful am- 
endments were added in the 
House last week to the For- 
eign Assistance Act. 

By a vote of 291 to 8 
the House agreed to an amen- 
dment that strikes $85 million 
for the procurement of fer- 
tilizer for South Vietnan. I 
supported this because i be- 
lieve it is absurd for the U.S. 
to continue to provide assis- 
tance to South Vietnam to 
buy fertilizer when we in this 
country do not have adequate 
fertilizer supplies to meet 
our own demands. And, when 
farmers are fortunate enough 
to get fertilizer, they must pay 
exorbitant prices for it. This 
is one reason food prices con- 
tinue to climb. Our first 
allegiance is to our own farm- 
ers and consumers, not to 
South Vietnam. 

Another amendment pass- 
ed which prohibits all aid to 
the ‘United Nations Educa- 
tional, Scientific, and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO) until 
that organization refrains 
from adopting politically or- 
iented resolutions. I support- 
ed the prohibition because | 


feel that the great Tower of« 


Babel on New York’s East 
Riv-r is being usedasa forum 
to preach against the U.S.and 
its friends. Our own Am- 
bassador John Scali recently 
warned that the U.N. is cut- 
ting its own throat with bla- 
tant political grandstanding 
and demogoguery. This am- 
endment puts some teeth into 
the Ambassador’s remarks. 
It is unfortunate, however, that 
attempts to further cut our 
contribution to the ‘‘East 
River Debating Society’’ were 
defeated. 

By a vote of 244 to 136 
the House agreed to an amen- 
dment that provides for dis- 


persal of Foreign Assistance 
funds only if the receiving 
country agrees to trade stra- 
tegic materials to the U. S. I 
supported the amendment. I 
believe this provision allows 
us to at least barter our 
foreign assistance and get 
something in return in this 
country for food, fiber and 
technology that we are send- 
ing to 100 countries around the 
world. Today weimport large 
percentages of our strategic 
metals, andsome experts pre- 
dict that by the year 2000 we 
will be totaly dependent on 
foreign sources for 12 of the 
13 raw materials used by our 
industries. We have apparent- 
ly finally realized that our for- 
eign aid canbe usedasa lever, 
a heretofore unmentionable 
idea. 

A new section was added 
to the Act that makes it the 
sense of Congress that any 
country receiving our foreign 
aid which owes us debts should 
begin immediate payment on 
those debts. Estimates go as 
high as $60 billion owed to 
the American people by for- 
eign governments. If all the 
foreign debts owed the U.S. 
were paid it would havea dra- 
matic effect on our shrink- 
ing dollar. This amend- 
ment makes it clear that as 
the U. S. keeps its commit- 
ments to other nations, it 
intends ‘that they should keep 
their commitments tothe U.S. 

Even though these few con- 
structive amendments were 
passed by the House, many 
others were defeated and the 
free-spenders in Congress 
still succeeded in giving away 
$2.6 billion of your money as 
they played Santa Claus to 
the world. As a matter of 
fact, since world war two the 
U. S. has givenaway over $264 
billion in foreign aid and cur- 
rently there is over $27 bil- 
lion in the pipeline to be 
given away. 

The Foreign Aid Bill final- 
ly passed by a vote of 201 
to 190-an ll vote margin. I 
voted against its passage. 
Those who didn’t, however, 
gave the world a nice Christ- 
mas present, but who will pay 
the bill?

CROP PROSPECTS 

A few days ago at a Cham- 
ber of Commerce meeting I 
mentioned prospects for 1975. 
I told the Board of Directors 
that 1975 could be the best 
year ever for Coffee County 
farmers. One or two folks 
called me on this, and I cer- 
tainly do not want to be mis- 
understood. lLet’s analyze 
the situation to see what the 
prospects are. 

PEANUTS-I do not expect 
a great change in the price 
received for a ton of peanuts. 

SOYBEANS- Every indica- 
tion points to a good price 
for soybeans next year. 

CORN and OTHER FEED 
GRAINS-At this time it app- 
ears that corn will be bring- 
ing a very good price. 

So the probable price tobe 
received for these three crops 
we grow in Coffee County ap- 
pears to be very favorable. 
The picture could change, 
though, by next fall if we have 
a record soybean crop anda 
record corn crop. In other 
words, prices for these two 
commodities could be lower 
next year when we get ready 
to sell---or a shorter cropor 
adverse weather could push 
the price higher. 

The fact that Coffee County 
growers may get a good price 
for these crops doesn’t mean 
that they will be making more 
money than usual. In fact, 


they could be making less be- - 


cause of the costs of produc- 
tion. 

Dan Linton, our market- 
ing specialist at Auburn, said 
it well and summed it up at a 
meeting in Dothan a few days 
ago. He said, ‘‘I think we 
are going to have to get ac- 
customed to paying more for 
the things we use and receiv- 
ing more for the crops that we 
produce.”’ 

LIVESTOCK PRICE 
PROSPECTS 


Cattle and Beef-Cattle 
numbers are forecast to in- 
crease in 1975. Current in- 
formation indicates depressed 
live market prices at least 
through 1975. Pork consump- 
tion this year may set a re- 
cord. but it is expected to 
decrease in 1975. Pig far- 
rowings this fall are expected 
to be the lowest since 1965. 
We expect live hog prices to 
be up 15-25% in 1975 due to 
decreased production. 

Broiler production is ex- 
pected to decrease the re- 
maining part of this year and 
early 1975. This situation 
should lead to some price 
strength for broilers by the 
middle of 1975. 

Dairying- The outlook for 
dairy profits relative to many 
crop profits is not good. Feed 
costs are cutting sharply into

“This is the wildfire sea- 
son in Coffee County,’’ Drew- 
ery said. ‘It will last until 
the woods turn’ green next 
spring During this period, 
we check on every smoke in 
our woodlands looking for wi- 
Idfires.’’ 4 

He added that two out of 
five of these smokes are from 
fires set by landowners to 
burn trash or clear fields, 
but which were not reported 
to the ranger ahead of time. 

‘These false runs use up 
forty hours of our fire fi- 
ghters time and they may re- 
quire over-time payments that 
could wreck our budget,’’ Dr- 
ewery stated. The forty-hour 
week was declared this fall 
after the Coffee County for- 
est protection budget was 
set,’ he explained 

“If we have to check on 
the annual amount of false 
runs this year,’ Ranger Dr- 
ewery said, ‘the allotted for- 
ty hours may be used up and 
we may be caught shorthanded 
on real forest wildfires.”’ 

‘*We do our best,’’ Drew- 
ery stated, ‘‘but we need the 
landowners help. If each la- 
ndowner who is planning 
to burn would call my office 
at 897-6620 we would not have 
to spend our forest protection 
money ‘iselessly on false runs: 
after ali it is your responsi- 
bility to report your fires 
and keep them on your own 
property
